SOFIA WORLD 
RENO FOR 


Hollis Divorce Shows Its 
Advantages. 


- New York, March 26.—[Special.]— 
American millionaires are about to dis- 
cover and establish a new Reno, if 
the divorce obtained in Sofia, Bulgaria, 
by former Senator Henry H. Hollis 
of New Hampshire is finally upheld. 

But Sofia will far outstrip Reno, 
provided the arguments set forth by. 
Mr. Hollis’ American legal associate 
prove to be the law of the world as 
well as the law of the land. For, ac- 
cording to Attorney Edward Thomas 
Moore, an international lawyer of New 
York and Paris, an American may not 
only drop his wife in Sofia, Bulgaria, 
but he can also drop all financial re- 
sponsibility—-he can cut off his wife 
without a sou. 

Mr. Moore’s remarks were brought 
about by former Senator Hollis’ re- 
marriage in Rome to Miss Anne White 
Hobbs of Concord, N. H., and the state- 
ment of his first wife, Mrs. Grace B. 
Hollis, now living at Princeton, N. J.,

“fixer” ‘may have been obtained. 

Uncertain About Indictments.

Stating that the Washington arms 
conference “ proceeded on the funda- 
mental theory of substituting for the 
sanction of force in international re 
lations the sanction of reason,” Mr. 
Coolidge asserted: oe 

“It has been a year of progress al- 
together worthy of a great people. It 
does not mean that the burdens of ex- 
istence are to be lifted from mankind. 
It does not mean that military estab- 
lishments are to be no longer required. 
An agreement to maintain a parity be- 
tween navies is not an agreement to 
abolish navies. There will be a great 
saving of expenditure, but it will not be 
so much in present costs ds in future 
requirements. 

“ These great remedial policies which 
are being adopted are fundamental in 
principle. They mean that hereafter a 
larger proportion of human effort can 
go into -productive activity. They di- 
minish the material wuste of extrava- 


gance in government and the spiritual 
waste of distrust in diplomacy. Lib- 
erty has taken increased guarantees. 
Reason is more firmly enthroned. 
Hope and faith ‘are revealed more 
‘clearly as the great realities.” 

An adequate organization for admin- 
istrating government relief of war vet- 
erans Was one of the first domestic 
problems, he said, which later was 
placed under supervision of the vet- 
erans’ bureau. 


Vast Expenditures T4Bing War. 

“It is hard to realize,” he added, 
*“ what a stupendous task this work is 
when it is remembered that there has 
already been paid to disabled veterans 
and their dependent relatives, about 
a billion and a half dollars and there 
is going out of the treasury each day 
close to a million and a quarter dol- 


lars. 

“The government already has near- 
ly 30,000 hospital beds and will soon 
have 35,000. There are about 29,000

LA FOLLETTE. 


Senator La Foliette of Wisconsin was one of the 
four Republican senators voting against the four 
power Pacific treaty. Borah of Idaho, Johnson of 
California and France of Maryland were the’ 
others. Johnson tried to explain himself as a na- 
tionalist. He said the United States was surren- 
dering its independence of action. He put his rhet- | 
oric in high, but there was no apparent indica- 
tion that his reason was working at all. ® 

Borah tried to’ explain himself as an alarmist, 
He and John- 
son both were bewildering and provoking at times 
and dangerous if they could have had their way. 
We have not paid much attention to France, but of 
the quartet La Follette is the greatest enigma. 
He has created a world of unreason for himself 
into Which other people cannot penetrate. 

He is an “internationalist. He is a pacifist. In! 
both these mental phases he should have been in-| 
clined towards the treaty. He should have read 
into it an internationalism which it did not have 
an@ have liked it.

THE SOVIET ALIBL. 


Christian Rakovsky, who will be a member of 
the Russian soviet delegation at the Genoa con- 
ference, in an interview in Berlin repeats the old 
soviet alibi. It has become as threadbare and 
moth eaten as a bolshevik’s smock, but it is still 
being dragged out, brushed, patched, and placed 
on display at every possible opportunity for pub- 
licity. 

Asked if the soviet government had made plans 
for eliminating or reducing famine conditions next 
year, Rakovsky said: “ Yes, but its complete reali- | 


disposal of the Russian government and the re- 
construction of railways and industries. Left to 
our own resources, we cannot extricate ourselves | 
sO quickly from the disaster and famine which_ 
were left to us as a heritage from czarism.” * | 

Soviet Russia hates the capitalistic system. It. 
knows beyond doubt that the system is bad. It. 
knows communism is good. It knows the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat is good. It knows men 
will work more efficiently for the common welfare 
than for individual gain. It is ready to impress 
its theories on the world by force. But it has 
failed to do so because it has failed to make ee | 
workiat home and because under those theories | 
millions of its people have starved to death and | 


thousands have been murdered, and more thou- | 
sands killed by disease. So while it is asking the | 
world for the capitalistic aid which it despises, it) 
offers the old excuse that its condition is not due 
to ite own errors but to the “ heritage of czarisrf&.” 

Tt is true that czarism was not a good govern- 
ment. It probably was the most dictatorial gov- 
ernment, the most subversive of liberty, in the 
world. Under it the peasant classes lived in. 
misery. But they lived. The railroads and farms | 
and factories operated and there was an exchange | 
of products which sustained life and gave the most | 
efficient producers some advantages. This legacy 
—nothing worse—was the heritage of ezarism. | 
The soviet has reduced it to chaos. The soviet: 
merely took a bad situation and made it incal- 
culably worse. The alibi is ridiculous. 

‘There is more reason in Rakovsky’s comment | 
on the armies. He says Russia will reduce its 
army if Poland and France reduce theirs and if 
Roumania and Japan remove their troops from 
Ruesian soil. That is fair. Armies, like navies, 
are relative. A big army is a big expense and a. 
big menace. A small army is a small expense and | 
a smal] menace. If Russia, France, Poland, Rou- | 
mania and Japan all reduce, their respective posi- | 
tions and safety will remain unaltered, and vast. 
sums of money and vast potential man power will 


be released for economic rehabilitation. If Rakov- |

COOK BOOK 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Rhubarb Jelty. — 


In telling how to make jellies and 
orange marmalade, one needs to tell 
what not to have as well as what to 
have. You must have acid and pectin, } 
but you must not have too much water. 
If you have too much water you will 
use too much sugar, and what you 
will get is a sirup of the honey type 
instead of a jelly which will cut and 
will hold its shape when unmolded. 


Honeylike orange marmalade is poor 
stuff as compared with a , marmalade 
of the jelly type. 

Rhubarb is watery stuff with plenty 
of acid and no pectin. Pectin must be 
added in the shape of an apple or apple 


juice or pectin made of the white part 


of orange skin and some lemon juice. 
Test a little of it, and ten condense 
by cooking it down without sugar, if 
you get a sirupy product. With too 


much sugar you cannot get a jelly that 
will cut, no matter how true the pectin 


and how definite the acid content. But 


with care about the water—not over 
half a cup with any amount of fine red 
and acid rhubarb—you can use the 
folowing simple method in making 
rhubarb jelly: . 

Wash and qit up red skinned rhu- 
barb, peel and all. To every three cups 
cut fine use one well washed green- 
ing or Baldwin apple, cut up fine with- 
out peeling or coring. Cover with a 
little boiling water, and cook until the 
apple is done. Drain, add sugar up to 
cup for cup, according to acidity, stir 
over fire till dissolved, and cook till it 
jells.
